Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
Urban  District  and  the  duties  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  in  the 
year  1964. 

There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  population  compared  to  last 
year,  which  is  accounted  for  by  a natural  increase  and  a slightly  lower 
death  rate  than  last  year.  The  population  mid-June,  1964,  was  31,080 
compared  to  30,790  for  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  of  18.50  per 
1,000  (18.67  in  1963)  is  less  than  last  year  but  above  the  national  rate  of 
18.4  per  1,000.  The  death  rate  has  fallen  to  10.87  per  1,000  as  compared 
to  11.69  per  1,000  last  year  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  rate  is  lower 
than  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  is  11.3  per  1,000.  There  is  no 
significant  alteration  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate,  but  it  is  still  lower  than 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 


As  in  the  previous  year  efforts  were  made  to  sustain  the  protection  of 
the  public  against  infectious  diseases  by  immunisation  procedures.  A special 
scheme  has  been  put  into  operation  to  offer  booster  immunisations  to 
children  at  school  entry,  and  it  was  gratifying  to  note  that  parents  and 
teachers  were  very  co-operative,  which  enabled  us  to  give  booster  doses  for 
Diphtheria-Tetanus  as  well  as  immunising  such  of  these  children  who  have 
not  been  previously  immunised. 


The  local  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  has  had  another  year  of 
good  record.  I wish  to  express  my  apreciation  of  the  good  work  done  by 
the  various  organisations  in  the  District  and  by  the  voluntary  workers. 


In  the  following  pages  I have  set  out  the  details  giving  the  relevant 
figures. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  and  expressing  my  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  the  various  General  Practitioners  in 
the  district,  the  Hospital  Consultants,  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  the 
various  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff,  and  to  the  members  of  my  department 
for  their  continued  co-operation.

During  1964  some  190  cases  of  infectious  disease  (including  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis)  were  notified,  a decrease  of  500  compared  with  the  number 
of  cases  during  1963. 

Scarlet  Fever:  52  cases  were  notified  as  against  5 in  1963  and  none 
of  these  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  case  incidence  was  1.67  per  1,000  population. 

Diphtheria:  There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  district  during 
1964  as  in  1963,  and,  therefore,  no  deaths  from  this  cause.  The  incidence 
of  diphtheria  in  the  district  was  0.00  per  1,000  population. 

Influenza:  No  deaths  were  ascribed  to  influenza  during  1964  as  against 
3 in  1963  and  8 in  1962. 

There  were  27  deaths  as  being  ascribed  to  pneumonia  as  against  19 
in  1963,  while  the  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  was  2 as  against 
8 in  1963  and  4 in  1962. 

Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Erysipelas:  In  1964  there  were  79  cases 
of  measles  and  27  cases  of  whooping  cough  as  against  547  measles  and 
29  cases  of  whooping  cough  in  1963. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles  or  whooping  cough  during  the  year. 

4 cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified  during  1964. 

Poliomyelitis:  During  1964  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified 
in  the  area,  being  a case  incidence  of  0.00  per  1,000  population. 

School  Notification  of  Disease:  No  fresh  cases  of  any  notifiable 
disease  were  notified  from  the  schools.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  Urban  area  was  taken  over  by  the  Sunder- 
land and  South  Shields  Water  Company  at  the  beginning  of  April,  1957. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  periodically  of  the  water 
supplied,  and  of  the  196  samples  examined  all  were  of  satisfactory  purity. 

The  water  had  no  detectable  plumbo-solvent  action;  the  supply  is 
chlorinated  and  no  contamination  has  taken  place. 

There  are  approximatey  11,343  dwellings  connected  to  the  Company’s 
mains,  serving  approximately  31,000  persons,  and  there  are  no  standpipes 
in  the  area.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  8 districts  of  house  refuse  collection  in  the  Urban  District  are 
manned  by  1 foreman,  3 driver /fillers,  24  fillers,  1 tractor  driver,  2 refuse 
disposal  men,  1 trade  refuse /salvage  collector  (who  is  also  a fully  trained 
rodent  operator  and  does  part  duty  as  such).  Vehicles  used  are  2 Karrier 
Bantams  (capacity  of  7 cu.  yds.),  1 C.K.  3,  5 Karrier  Gamecocks  (capacity 
of  10  cu.  yds.),  1 Karrier  Gamecok  (capacity  of  12  cu.  yds.)  and  a diesel 
powered  Fordson  Super  Major  Tractor.  (One  new  vehicle  is  supplied 
yearly.) 
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Refuse  collection  is  regularly  carried  out  in  all  weathers  and  under 
all  adverse  conditions.  Twice  weekly  collections  are  carried  out  for 
approximately  80%  of  the  premises  in  the  area. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  is 
56/8  per  house  per  annum,  pre-war  the  cost  was  15/-  per  house. 

Modern  housing  and  heating  systems,  extensive  use  of  paper  and  card- 
board packages  for  food,  larger  use  of  tinned  foods  by  the  housewife,  plastic 
materials  used  for  packages  and  restrictions  in  the  burning  of  refuse  due 
to  control  by  the  Clean  Air  Acts  has  resulted  in  lighter  but  much  bulkier 
materials  being  deposited  in  the  dustbin  for  refuse  collection. 

This  situation  has  increased  refuse  disposal  considerably  as  this  type 
of  refuse  takes  much  longer  to  decompose  and  more  tipping  space  is  required 
to  less  tonnage  disposed  of. 

Disposal  of  old  furniture,  bedding  and  householders’  unwanted  goods, 
larger  collections  of  unsalvageable  trade  refuse  has  added  to  disposal 
problems  in  the  area. 

Existing  refuse  tips  are  all  nearing  completion  and  a suitable  tipping 
site  for  a long  term  disposal  must  be  acquired  in  the  near  future. 

Ashbins 

Householders  have  purchased  from  the  Council  50  good  quality 
2j  cu.  ft.  B.S.S.  ashbins  to  replace  defective  bins. 


Salvage 

28  tons  18  cwts.  3 qtrs.  of  scrap  tins  were  collected  from  the  scavenging 
tips,  realising  £107/13/6,  a decrease  of  £59/9/10  over  the  prior  year. 


Housing  Repairs 

Building  contractors  are  not  willing  to  estimate  for  carrying  out  repairs 
to  house  property  under  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 


Camping  and  Caravan  Sites 

The  Lake  caravan  site  is  now  under  the  ownership  of  the  Showman’s 
Guild  for  use  as  winter  quarters,  and  no  other  site  is  available  in  the  area 
for  use  of  campers  or  caravaners. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  are  no  publicly  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  in 
the  district. 

Schools 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  was  found  to  be  generally 
satisfactory. 

Cinemas,  Public  Houses  and  Halls 

There  is  one  cinema  in  the  district:  Essoldo,  Houghton. 

Bingo  has  replaced  the  cinema  as  a new  form  of  entertainment. 

These  and  other  places  of  public  entertainment  were  inspected  during 
the  year  with  respect  to  sanitary  arrangements  and  were  generally  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

All  licensed  premises  throughout  the  area  are  visited  and  are  generally 
found  to  be  in  a clean  and  hygienic  condition,  more  premises  having  been 
modernised. 

Verminous  Premises 

Very  few  complaints  of  verminous  premises  are  now  received. 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 

176  cases  of  rat,  mouse  and  other  infestations  were  reported  and  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 

Rodent  and  pest  control  throughout  the  area  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Health  Department.  Two  fully  trained  rodent  operators  are  employed, 
one  on  full-time  and  the  other  assisting  when  necessary.  The  sewer 
treatment  and  other  pest  control  is  regularly  carried  out  in  the  area. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  always  investigate  all  claims  prior  to  any 
visits  by  the  operators. 

Refuse  disposal  tips  are  regularly  treated  for  rodent  and  fly  control. 

Red  Mite  or  Clover  Mite  (Bryobia  Praetiosa) 

Council  housing  estates  are  still  affected  with  red  mite.  Disinfectation 
is  now  keeping  them  under  control.
